f there’s any ACT 

Premier League coach 

with sympathy for the 
trials and tribulations of 
Canberra Cosmos boss 
Mike Lyons, it’s 
Tuggeranong United’s Dave 
Pierce, 

“No money, forced to work 
with the players you've got 
and develop young talent, I'd 
say our positions are pretty 
close,” Pierce said. 

The differences being in 
scale, there is some money 
available at the Cosmos, the 
question is whether it is 
enough fo run a competitive 
national league operation.

“We feel it’s very 
important for Soccer in the 
ACT generally that we hang 
on,” Pierce said.

ustralia’s teenage 

midfield sensation 
Joanne Peters is the latest 
national team member to 
undergo knee reconstruction 
surgery. 

Commonly regarded as 
Australia’s best player during 
the recent Ram Sports Cup 
against champions USA, the 
just-turned eighteen-year-old 
is coming to terms with the 
mental and physical 
difficulties of such a setback. 

After the intensity of the 
test series, Peters lasted only 
five minutes in the next 
national league fixture before 
sustaining the injury to her 
anterior cruciate ligament plus 
cartilage damage. 

Under the surgeon’s knife a 
fortnight ago and spending 
three days in hospital, Peters 
has started the hard grind of 
rehabilitation, receiving 
physiotherapy three times a 
week until the stitches were 
taken out yesterday. 

“It’s really hard and so 
painful, trying to straighten 
the leg and get the muscles 
working,” she said. “I’ve 
been reading heaps about it - 
they say women get these 
injuries much more because of 
their hormonal make-up and 
basic structure.” 

This week she should be 
able to start work in the 
swimming pool as the next 
phase-of recovery. She has 
been told she will be out of

The only bomb that dropped on the town of Stirling during WW2, destroyed King’s 
Park's, home ground of Forthbank. They had played there since 1921 but the club did 
not survive this and after the war Stirling Albion were formed, building a new ground on 
the Annfield Estate. Floodlights were first switched on in November 1961 for a friendly 
against Birmingham City. 

In 1983 the club were forced io sell the ground to Stirling Council. In 1987 the ground | 
became a test case for for SFA and an artificial pitch was laid. After three years the SFA 
ordered the club to revert the pitch back to grass, however during this time the ground | 
had become used by the community as well as Stirling Albion. The council decided to 
sell the ground for housing development and in its place they decided to build a new 
sporting complex at Springskerse, on the banks of the Forth. So the new Forthbank 
stadium was built inside’a retail and business park. 

For one season Albion played at Stenhousemuir unti# 1993 when the visit of Clydebank 
saw the first game at the new stadium (which the home side last), Early on it was 
foreseen that the ground needed areas for fans on all four sides, not just on the sides | 
| where the two stands. were, and so terraces were built. The surroundings are 
magnificant with views of Stirling Castle. This season the side have moved back into the 
| first division and despite some struggles, they should survive.
